Associated Press Disuatchas to the Herald 
W ashington, May 22.—The Signal 
Officer has issued the following weather 
crop report for the week ending May 21,

EAST OF THE ROCKIES. 
During the week ending May 21, the 
weather has been warmer than usual in 
all the agricultural districts east of the 
Rocky Mountains except in Florida and 
Texas, where the deficiency in tem pera­ 
ture averages about 23 dcgre*s daily, or 
an average of about 3 degrees below the 
normal. 
TRANS-M I8.*I**IPM VALLEY. 
. From the Mississippi Valley eastward 
to the Atluntic coast the excess of tem ­ 
perature for the week was from 23 de­ 
grees to 30 degrees daily, an average of 
about 5 degrees warmer than the usual 
excess of trmperature for the seaeou 
previously reported. 
EAST HULE STATE*. 
In the Hast Gulf States, Tennessee, 
Cen'r.il MisaUsippi and the lower Mis­ 
souri valley. It I.as been increased by the 
warm weather during the pest w-ek, 
w hile the deficiency of tho temperature 
previously reported for the season in the 
wheat and corn region north of the Ohio 
river and in the upper Lako region, iu 
Iowa and Minnesota, has been reduced, 
thus leaving the th* rmal conditions in 
these sections at the clore cl the week 
near the normal. 
WET AND DRV. 
During the wetk there I as been a 
deficiency in the rainfall in all sections 
east of the Missouri ar-.d iower Missis­ 
sippi valleys, while slight excesses ate 
reported in Texas. Northern Arkansas 
aud Central Dakota. The deficiency 
in the rainfall for the season is 
general. 
The 
only 
sections re­ 
porting an excess being Northern New 
Kugl rnd, Ohio, W estern Pennsylvania, 
Northwestern Dtkotah, Oregon and 
W ashiugton Territory. The large defi­ 
ciency in rainfall previously report' d iu 
the Southern titate.s cast of the Missis* 
aippi continue*. 
DEN ERA I. REMARKS. 
In the cotton region east of the Mis­ 
sissippi more rain is needed, but recent 
showers and warm weather leave the 
crops in a favorable condition. In the 
W est Gulf States the excellent weather 
during the past week has improved the 
crop conditions, except in N orlhiin 
Arkansas, where too much rain is 
reported. In the graiu regions of the

valley,

In 
Missouri, 
Arkansas anil Nebraska, the weath­ 
er daring this 
week 
has been 
generally favorable for corn and wheat. 
In Michigan, Wisconsin aud Minnesota, 
aud Northern Illinois tho weather has 
been reporred equally as favorable, but 
the crops are likely to be injured, 
owing to the absence of rains. 
VERY LATEST RErORT. 
In the hay regions of New England 
and the Middle an 1 Atlantic .States the 
weather is reported as tavorable. The 
telegraphic reports received this morn- 
iug, (Sunday, Muy 22), show that local 
rains have fallen dnrtug the part eight 
hours in sections where they are the 
moat needed, v'z: Minnesota, Wiscon­ 
sin, Michigan, Dakota and Kansas.

In some 
sections their depredations are so severe 
that farmers find it necessary to employ 
hunters to guard their fields. 


F a llV o ru la F ru n e* . 
The merit of California prunes is 
shown iu the wide demand !or them that 
has heeu established within a compara­ 
tively short time. It is obvious that 
whwu tho California product was brought 
into competition with imported fm it,tbe 
question of quality was critically exam- 
amiued; that it did uot sutler in the 
comparison is evldenco of high merit. 
The French variety of prunes has found 
favor iu Eastern markets to au extent 
that has greatly stimulated production 
in this State. Perhaps it is safe to say 
no branch of the fruit business gives 
greater promise than this. The crop 
prospect this year is uot as encouraging 
as was hoped from the early promise, 
aud recent investigations lead to the 
belief that the crop will not exceed, if 
it equals, that of last year. As the 
fruit is principally marketed east of 
the Rocky Mountains, any sugges* 
tiou, particularly if founded on prac­ 
tical experience in handling prunes 
is valuable. Mr. George \N. Meade 
is in receipt of a letter from Mr. B. 
O, Van Bokkeleu, of Chicago, iu which 
tie matter of branding California prunes 
íb discussed. He Bays: “There is one 
thlug to advise, viz., that you drop the 
term ‘French prunes.’ California prunes 
stand alone, aud are guinirg a reputa­ 
tion which far exceeds the French 
prunes. 
The word French, although 
used iu connection with California, does 
iujury instead of good. I havo been ob­ 
liged in many instances, when making 
sales, to em u the word ‘Frenoh’ from 
the boxes.” 
W hile the suggestion of Mr. Van Bok- 
kelen is made with a view of having the 
California product stand on its own 
merit, apart from all sentimont of pnde 
for this State, it should stimulate grow­ 
ers and packers here to udopt brands 
distinctive ia character, instead of at­ 
tempting to follow producers of foreign 
frnit. The question naturally arises if 
It detracts from the merit of an article, 
to make known that it was grown in this 
State, and if it is not about time that 
Americans should learu to appreciate 
Amorican products—3. F. Grocer and 
Country Merchant.

Senators Cullom aijd Blackburn und 
other members of the .sab-cGimr.ittee left 
him at Kansas City, for tbeir hotr.es. 
The witnesses in the case for the moet 
part were from the Indian Territory, 
aud testimony was also taken at Aikan- 
sas City. The proceedings proved to be 
more abiorbiog 
in 
interest 
than 
was 
anticipated, 
and 
the 
com­ 
mittee 
was 
reluctantly 
compelled 
to content itself with an luquiry into a 
few simple caaes, th« resalís of which 
will probably shape the report concern­ 
ing the whole question submitted. 
Senator Piatt is unwilling te expresa 
himself, except in the moat general 
terms respecting the work of the com­ 
mittee, for the reason the evidence is 
not all in. The complaints of traders

We have often called attention to the 
value of the lauds in the sheltered val­ 
leys along tho foothills of the Sierras, in 
this valley. 
They are usually sur­ 
rounded by low hills, which brook the 
force of the cold winds, aud as a conse­ 
quence, frost seldom rails, and vegeta- 
lien starts earlier in (he spring aud 
grows more vigorously than <mt on 
the plains. The Expositor has, conse­ 
quently, pointed out that, were these 
valleys properiy cultivated and planted 
to citrus fruits and to early ripening 
fruits of the apricot, chetry, peaches, 
plum, etc , that fiuits could bo placed iu 
market from thc-c points earlier thou 
from any other section cf the state. I. 
H. Thomas, who Las btou experiment­ 
ing in fruit growing in Stokes valley, 
l ’uiare county, for several years, has 
demonstrated the correctness of our 
opinion, having for the past throe 
yeais secured ripe pead.es and apricots 
iu advauce of tue famous Y'aca valley, 
This year 
Mr. Tuomas shipped 
peui tiea t j.San Francisco from his Stokes 
valley orchurd OH the CVColBg ut t):i 
10t.li inst., and ripe apricots were 
picked ou the 10th iustaut, which wa* 
tho earliest in the State, aud earlier 
that tho reported shipment from PW uix, 
Ar zona. The pt-achos ripened three 
days esrliir than la-t year. 
The time soi u will lu> when the value 
of these valleys will bo appreciated and 
they will be transformed into thrifty 
orchards aud vineyards.—[Kresuo Ex­ 
positor.

2 hey will sink a hole 
through send, gravel or clav very easily, 
but when they come to rock their ineffi­ 
ciency is made apparent, especially when 
the rock lies at au angle, which causes 
the drills to slip off to one side. In 
drilling through rock with these com- 
muu tools, it has been found almost im­ 
possible to put down to any great depth 
pipe of the size of hat with which 
the well was started. 
It has betn 
possible to drill 
a bole 
only as 
large as the drill which could be put 
down through the iron tubing which 
had been .-r.uk through the eoft sand 
atd earth to the rock. In consequouce 
the hole through the rock would be 
smaller tbau the tubing, which could 
not be put further down. In conse­ 
quence when the well was sunk through 
ihe stratum of rock, and sand or clay 
was fgain eucouutered, a smaller line 
of casing 
would 
have to be put 
down within the larger lino uutil 
another stratum of rock wa3 encount­ 
ered. Boring through the second stratam 
would necessitate another and a smaller 
line of casing, so that the further the 
well was sunk, the amalkr it becsni-, 
uud the greater the cost per foot. W uh 
a thousand-foot well tbtre might be 
three thouuand feet of casing, and the 
total cost would be more than twice as 
much as though only one line were put 
down. 
How this source of expense could be 
avoided aud only one line of pipe be 
reudert-d necessary has been a problem 
which has betn ODly recently solved by 
Charles C. Line, of this city, who is en- 
gngtd iu sinking tbe artesian weli at 
Mare Isk n J. This well is uow down 
1300 fret, and tbe contract depth of 
1500 feet will be reached in a few wetks.

The City Hall lot which he cites waa 
sold only the other day fur $120,000. 
It could not have been sold on the 1st of 
M arch, 1886, for more than one-third of 
that sum.

The Assessor in one connty 
up north w ai nssessing land at $10 p«r 
acre that was rented for $12.50 and was 
worth $200, Lut he declined lo accede 
to the request of the -State Board to 
increase the assessment. 
They left him, 
and came here hoping to find an Asses 
sor they could influence more easily. 
There are fifty-two counties iu this 
State, and the S tate Board have from

the 
assessment rolls of all these conuties, or 
les* than two days to each county; aud 
yet they are sosolic-itious for the welfare 
of Los Angeles county th at they spend 
several weeks in onr neighborhood. We 
may as well adm it the fact, th at is 
patent to all, that the entire northern 
aud central part of this State looks with 
envy and hatred upon our section. Aud 
it would be well for our Assessor to ad­ 
m it the fact, also patent to all b a t the 
Monte»,” that all thoso portions of the 
State are endeavoring to escape fair tax­ 
ation, and are secreting personal prop­ 
erty by million* upon millions, and that 
many of their Assessors arc assessing 
real estate at from 15 to 20 per cent, of 
it» value. 
That the Htate Board con­ 
sidered our lost assessment a fair one 
w ith reference to the rest of the Stato 
may be gathered from the first page of 
tbeir Report, in wbioh they say: 
" in 1886 n o iu c re a te was m ade, as by re­ 
ft m < t to th e te m o of p e rc e n ta g e of in- 
c re a te au d d e c re a te of v a lu a tio n s, it is 
seen tb a t th e d ecrease is bo slig h t os n o t to 
w a rra n t a n y in crease by th e B oard.” 
As Los Angeles county had increased 
her assessment $4,747,337, and some of 
the northern and ocntral counties de­ 
creased theirs $12,843,926, they could 
not justly raise our assessment. 
W e do 
not wish to do M r. Mason aoy injustice. 
All we want is a fair assessment, but we 
do insist that a fair assessment can only 
be made by all the Assessors in the 
Sti^e assessing at the same ratio of 
values, and we insist thut cur Assensor 
shall be, to a certain extent, governed 
by the values adopted by other Assessors. 
This is only fair, and ony other course

have many who profess to be Christians 
who never study or inquire as to the 
will or character of God. 
How shall we 
know what the will, the character 
God is?

W hen that special work has been ao 
ished. we should wait upo» God

Rev. W. J. Chichesier continued his 
cor.rae of afrmons for the bcntfft of 
young people last evening, by discussing 
the question of doubtful nmu-emeuts. 
H e took bis text from the 17th and 18th 
verses of the Second Hook of Kings, 
whi.'h Naaman, the Syrian, who having 
been healed of leprosy by Glisba, was 
converted to the faith of the true God, 
aud was troubled as to w hat he should 
do when he relam ed to hia country to 
nvo d Buiatiug iu idolatrous practices, 
Naaruau was a hqjh servant of the king 
—a captain cf the host»—and as sue» 
was compelled to perform certain rites 
connected with the Temple of R.mmon. 
B u t Kiisha was mu convinced of the sin­ 
cerity of Naaman’s conversion to the 
true God. that he told him to go iu 
pence. 
He kucw th at a niuoere believer 
woo.d no nothing which hia conscience 
diciutfcd he should not do, and that 
w hoever he did, whether in the Temple 
of Rirauton or else where, would be such 
only as would commend itself to his 
spiritual judgment. 
Thu learned divine 
made the application of Naanum ’s case 
to the subject of his dbcourse, aud said 
that no true Christian would take part 
in noy mnusemjut of a charac-ttr so 
doubtful in its propriety as to shock his 
in'.ral nature. 
The way in which such 
amusement* should reveal itself to his 
spiritual judgm ent would 
decide 
in 
ea.L caB« upon the propriety or im. 
propriety ot th e 
amusement or d i­ 
version be ought to indulge in. 
In a 
broad wuy, the speaker could designate 
popular pastime * aud 
practices that 
ahouid not be encouraged in any way. 
These were obvious to every pure mind. 
Dancing was only obnoxious when it 
was suggestive of im parity of thought 
c r action. 
This might be in the mauuer 
or in the dies*, or in both. 
Kach pevscn 
oould dote; mine for him or herself ex­ 
actly where propriety ended and impro­ 
priety began. The oilVercuce between a 
g ra n d • 
dam* aud 
a 
paysanue had 
been wildly detcribod iu this way: A 
grande dam e is ricjolletée from on top; 
u f>a¿/nmne is déoollelés from b' low. 
Now, no one could say exactly where 
the uno of impropriety in theso cases 
should Ik drawn, but anybody could de* 
trrniiiuq.thut if the déoolietóe process in 
both classes of women should be united 
in one pera-^ the line of propriety hud 
been overstepped, and the danger point 
readied. 
This would place the modern 
bullet under the ban of all sincere 
Christines. 
As to the dram a aud the 
hue ot amusements connected w ith tht 
drauia, the samo process of individual 
judgment should determ ine w hat was 
tit uud what was not. 
Thu legitimate 
drama, ioc'uuiug nearly all the standard 
plays written oy the great dram atic 
authors, are uot immoral. 
They con­ 
stitute oue of the highest aud most in­ 
structive Helds of liteiature. 
Y et there 
are (.lays which by common consent of 
tne moral judgment of m ankind are de 
debasing aud demoralizing iu th eir ton-) 
and their teaching. 
Theae should be 
avoided, cf course, aud the Chriatiuu 
will tind no difficulty in ¿egregatiug 
them ironi the graud productions ot 
such authors as Shakespeare, Otway, 
Beaumont aud Fletcher, Gay, Shadwell, 
.Monks, Sheridan, 
Knowles, 
Racine, 
Corneille, and Moíiére. A» between the 
great works of these authors and the 
meretricious sensations of the younger 
Dumas, íSarüou, Theophiie Gautier, and 
some of their English aud American 
imitators in w hat is called the French 
reboot, there is a vast moral chasm. 
The plays of the former appeal to the 
higher order of our intellectual nature; 
those of the latter pander to the lower 
passious and th e prurient tastes of onr 
animal nature. 
It requires no sagacity 
to make as know th at variety enter­ 
tainm ents are injurious. 
We know this 
instinctively. 
Tlie best way for the 
Christian to select his amusements is to 
first ask his conscience and his better 
judgment whether they are such as he 
can partake of without injury to him 
self. 
He will know this from within 
and if he is a true Christian, there is uo 
more danger th at be will go astray than 
thst Naaman won al do any idolatrous 
net after he had been oonverted to a full 
belief in the God of Israel. 


complished, we should wait upon 
again in order that our hands may not 
i e idle, aud wo must do what he gives 
us to do. 
We should quit asking for 
work to do until we have done what we 
have been told to do, and we must work 
with a Christian spirit. Personal service 
is the basis of righteous servioe. 
Every 
soul brought into tho fold of God bus 
been brought there by the personal 
effort, the personal .erYlce of some one 
Some are reluctant, from a foolish mod­ 
esty, to labor for God; but if we citnuot 
work as well as some ouoelse, we should 
do the best we can. 
W e cannot afford 
to let any one else occnpy a position w e 
ongbt to fill. 
W e cannot allow things 
to past which we ought to do in the 
service of God. and we must decide to 
say, as Joshua did: "A s for me aud my 
hom e, we will serv>* the Lord.1'

H e v . IVfr. H o b e r t a S p e a k s u t t h e 
l l r n I ' o i i K r c K H t l o i i a l U li u r c li 
Rev. Mr. Roberts, of Albany, N. Y., 
who has been at the Y. M. C. A. Con­ 
vention at San Francisco, delivered the 
u 
at the F irst Congregational 
Church last evening, taking for his sub­ 
ject tho foundation and structure of the 
Christian character, as contained in dif­ 
ferent portions of the Bible. 
He hrst 
drew attention to the twenty-fourth 
verse of the seventh chapter of Matthew, 
as follows: "Therefore, whosoever hear* 
till these sayiuga of mine, aud doetli 
them, I will hkeu him unto a wise man, 
which 
built 
hia 
house 
upon 
rock. 
A nd 
the rain descended, 
and 
the 
Hoods 
cjiue 
ana 
heat 
upon that house, and it fell not, fqr it 
was founded upou a rock.” This verse 
suggested the idea of a building, end 
was an allusion to the character of a 
man, which should be built upou a 
rocky foundation, if it is to stand. 
T he eleventh verse of the third chap 
ter 
of 
Hrst Corinthians says: 
"For 
other foundation can no man lay than 
th at is luid, 
which is Jesus Christ. ’ 
This verse describes the foundation upou 
hich the Christian character m ust be 
laid. 
Christ is the rock, the foundation. 
The 10th verse of the 4th chapter of 
1st Corinthians says: 
“ We are fools for 
C hrist’s sake, but ye are wise in Christ. 
W e are weak but ye are strong.” The 
19th and 20th verses of the 2d chapter 
of Ephesians say "N ow therefore you 
are no more Btrungtrs and foreigners, 
b u t fellow citizens w ith the saints, and 
of the household of God:*and all built 
upou the foundation of the apostles and 
prophets, Jesus Christ himself 
beiDg 
th e chief corner stone.'’ Tho most im­ 
portant part of a building is its foumlu- 
turn and so it is w ith the character, it 
must be on a foundation, and as the 
verses indicate Christ is that foundation. 
A nd ihe building itself m ust be suitable 
to the foundation. 
It wonld not lock' 
weii 
for a cowshed 
to 
be 
placrd 
on a foundation prepared of granite t r 
a large ami substantial building, there­ 
fore we should be careful as to the char­ 
acter of the buildicg we erect. 
No man 
c m build in Christ unless lie he a 
Christian, and it behoves us, therefore, 
to look to ourselves as to how we build 
on thin foundation. 
A fter reading nu­ 
m erous versts of th e Bible relative to 
and bearing upou tho subject, Mr. Rob­ 
ería closed by urging nil Cnristians to 
take upon them selves the work of bring­ 
ing others unto C hrist, find by so doing 
build n structure for themselves whicb 
will stand as lung as the foundation.
